Commissioners’ Report 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State of 
New Hampshire the Commissioners of Carroll 
County submit their annual report together with the 
report of the Superintendent of the County Farm 
and of the various other County Officers. 


‘The Commissioners of Carroll County are happy to 
report instead of a deficit a small balance on hand at the 
end of the past fiscal year. This, they feel should be 
brought to the attention of the public, since the past 
months have been such strenuous ones for all depart- 
ments of government. 


In anticipating the budget for 1938 the chief con- 
sideration of the Commissioners was, what amount to 
ask for Direct Relief, because of the fact that practically 
all town relief will probably become county, June 1, 
next. 


Accordingly the greater part of two days was spent 
with Chairman Harold Hart and figures were carefully 
gone over both of county and various town expenses. 
This study showed that an increase of 20% would be 
absolutely necessary to carry on the relief which has 
been thrust upon all counties alike and through no fault 
of theirs. This will of necessity make a much higher 
county tax, but on the other hand town appropriations 
for direct relief should be small, so no higher tax rate 
should result in many towns. 


Upon the resignation of Superintendent and Mrs. 
Craig in September, Mr. and Mrs. Fred Richardson 
assumed responsibility at the County Home and are 
proving most efficient in their management At the be- 
ginning of 1938 all departments were full, and some were 
crowded. This was a gain of 50% over the number 
located there one year ago, but no increase in help has

been added other than a Registered Night Nurse which 
was an absolute necessity. 


A study of the various expenditures by depart- 
ments will show an increase in some cases, but the Com- 
missioners wish to point out that a more careful relega- 
tion has been followed in this report, which accounts for 
an increase in officers’ expenses, for instance: where the 
cost of officers’ bonds was taken from miscellaneous ex- 
penses where it has always been, and placed under its 
proper heading. This, it will be noted greatly lowered 
the miscellaneous items. 


Because of such heavy tax burdens almost no extra 
outlay has been added at the Farm the past year. The 
only improvement of any importance has been the in- 
stallation of an electric dumb waiter from kitchen to 
dining room and on to the upper hall, where it serves 
those women in the Brick House who are unable to go 
down to the dining room. The old waiter was pro- 
nounced unsafe for use by inspectors, hence the new 
one was installed upon the recommendation of the dele- 
gation. 

Before Superintendent Craig left he sold off some 
stock and later Superintendent Richardson disposed of 
the sheep and more cattle. This money has been spent 
for nine pure-bred Guernseys and twelve Herefords. 
Whereas in the past some milk has been shipped away, 
it was considered best to discontinue this practice, ac- 
cordingly only enough cows will be kept in the future 
to supply the demands of the farm, and these for the 
most part will be good Guernsey stock. The Herefords 
will be kept for beef. 

A change in the system of insurance has been made 
during the past year. Heretofore many policies have 
been issued on the various County Buildings and con- 
tents, and these came due at all times of the year. 
Under the new plan a Master Policy was written in July 
1937 to the amount of $149,000, at the rate of $24.65 per 
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$1000 for 3 years. In order to get this rate, all County 
property was re-appraised and buildings were insured 
at 80% with contents at 90% of their appraised valua- 
tion. After this Master Policy was written the Com- 
missioners allocated more equal amounts of insurance 
to the several agencies in the County, the above which 
not only saved money for the County but has given 
very much more protection. 

It is with appreciation that the Commissioners re- 
port a very large number of visitors at the Farm the 
past few months. This is as it should be. The institu- 
tion is carried on at your expense and all those connected 
with its operation and management welcome your ad- 
vice and suggestions.
